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WATER PLANS 

AGREED UPON 

DEVELOPMENT POLICY ADOPTED 

Immediate Steps to be Taken to Secure 

More Water as Result of Con¬ 
ference Last Evening. 

Immediate -top- to develop move wa¬ 
ter on the Water Company's property 
and to increase tin* capacity of the pres¬ 
ent pumping plant will he taken by the 
Compam as a result of a conference 
held last evening by the city trustees 
and Messrs. .J. <i. Blunter and I. A. Os 
good, representing the company. 

Incidentally the fright of some persons 
over the prospect of the immediate ex¬ 
penditure of a large amount of money 
unnecessarily was given a sleeping po¬ 
tion. Ten thousand dollars is estimated 
as the the amount necessary to carry out 
the plans. 

The conference was held at the regu¬ 
lar meeting of the city trustees last 
evening. Little else was done at the 
meeting aside from routine business. 

Aftei full discussion of the develop¬ 
ment work which should he undertaken 
immediately the unanimous opinion was 
leached by the trusters, the Water Com¬ 
pany committee and the city engineer, 
that the work should proceed as fol¬ 
lows: 

l-jr-t. the substitution of an 8 l / 3 inch 
cylinder for the 1 '/, inch cylinder now in 
use* at tin* pumping plant, tlms increas¬ 
ing tlu* capacity of the pump. 

Second, tin* immediate sinking of one 
or two storage sliatts at the north etui 
o! the Company's 35 acres on which the 
pumping plant is situated in order that 
water may at once he run into such 
shaft or shafts. 

Third, tla* sinking of another well to 
tin* north of the present well. 

fourth, the installation of tin* need 
fill machinery, pumps, engines and pipes 
for completing this work, 

Tim lost of tin se operations was placed 
at about ShUMo. It was. however, re¬ 
cognized and understood that the nt*- 
re-sit\ for all the above work an I <x 
penditure would lie regulated hv the de- 
cision of the court in the* Baldwin suit. 
A' in case the suit should he decided 
in favor of the city it would then be 
feasible to defer some of this develop¬ 
ment work recommended and substitute 
developments which would provide* an 
increased supply of gravity water at less 
cost. 

It was accordingly, on motion of Trus¬ 
tee Graham, voted that the city trus¬ 
tees recommend and approve of the* Wa¬ 
ter Company proceeding with the devel¬ 
opment work specified, with the under¬ 
standing that in the event of the Water 
Company's property being turned over 
to tla* citv the trustees will undertake to 
make good to the company the cost of 
such work done by.the company up to 
the time of the formal transfer of the 
property to the city and pay the company 
t |ie cost thereof, in addition to the 
agreed price of $9«.<I00 for the property 
as it stands now.

Meserve and impressing upon him the 
desire for effective work at the right 
season of the year it was decided to 
have a committee call at hi- office. 
Messrs. C. \Y. Jones, C. J. Pegler, \Y. S. 
Andrews and N. H. Hosnier were elected. 

On Tuesday a visit to Mr. Meserve’s 
office was made. Protest was lodged 
along tlu* lines suggested above and 
against the property owners lteing com¬ 
pelled to pay for ineffectual work. He 
was given a lot of information which 
should prove valuable to him if he really 
wishes to conduct his office in the inter¬ 
est of the people and not merely for the 
purpose of paying off political debts. He 
had a tine lot of good intentions to of¬ 
fer and even said the property owners 
were not expected to pay for spraying 
when the scale is not killed. There¬ 
fore the committee decided to have some 
of the sprayed trees inspected l>,v compet¬ 
ent authority and in ease living scale 
is found to resist payment for spraying. 
So all such hills should he held up until 
further notice.

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TREATMENT OF HORSES. 

How to Feed and Water Them In Hot 
Weather. 

Extremely bot weather brings more 
or less suffering to a horse, ami if the 
animal does not receive proper care 
and attention at this trying period dis-. 
astrous results are sure to follow. 
Above all things else, says Country 
Life In A nerica, do not overwork the 
farm hors* or force the driver for too 
much speed or make long drives with¬ 
out frequent rests. 

At this season, when water is usual¬ 
ly more or less scarce and horses ap¬ 
parently have an insatiable thirst, the 
matter of watering deserves consider¬ 
able attention. Do not give the horse 
too much at u time, and it is safest to 
give none at all while he is very 
warm. 

A bran mash twice a week will as¬ 
sist in keeping the system cool, and in 
case of overfat a dram of pulverized 
saltpeter added to the mash will be 
beneficial. 

On very hot days allow work horses 
two hours for dinner instead of one. 
and do not feed until they are some¬ 
what cooled off. Also remove the har¬ 
ness at this time: this extra labor is 
more than offset by the comfort it 
gives the animals. 

In a three horse team the middle one 
is most liable to heat exhaustion be¬ 
cause of the additional heat radiated 
upon him by the horse on each side. 
On this account it is advisable to 
change the horses so that one will 
not be compelled to be In the middle 
for more than half a day at a time. 

The pernicious pestering of Hies is 
another matter that cannot be over¬ 
looked The dairy cows and calves, as 
well as the horses, can be well pro¬ 
tected from flies by such preparations 
as are for sale at almost all drug stores 
or are advertised in the farm papers. 
These preparations are not expensive 
and are best applied with a sprayer 
although a brush or rag will do if a 
sprayer is not available. For the work 
horse a light treatment every morning 
will afford better protection from flies 
than a net or blanket and is much 
cooler. 

According to unoiher writer, it is a I 
iowable when a horse is hot to let him 
have three or four swallows of cool 
water, but no more. The few swallows 
will help cool him. and another limited 
drink may be given every few minutes 
for four or five* times, after which lie 
may drink his fill without danger. In 
careless or inexperienced hands, how 
ever, tin* only safe way is u> let rh. 
horse stand for half an hour or tnon 
with no water until he is fairly cooled 
off. 

Salt is necessary to hors-vj, but i 
should not be given to them in larg« 
quantities and irregularly. An “X'-ess 
of salt at one time produc conges 
tion of the stomach and induces ex 
cessive thirst. The best plan is to 
keep rock salt in reach of the horses 
at all times, so that they can satisfy 
their appetite by an occasional lick. 

If you have not followed this practice, 
introduce it gradually by giving the 
animal a little salt with his regular 
ration for a week._
